THE DELEGA TE BUSINESS. 



Since Confederation the experience 
of British Columbia with delegates lias 
not been altogether happy; and the public 
have come to regard plenipotentiaries 
extraordinary as expensive luxuries — 
aa very agreeable to the taste, but aw- 
fully unpleasant in their after conse- 
quences. Therefore, British Columbia 
don't take kindly to delegates who nre 
willing to suffer for their country 
in distant hinds by the discussion of 
Green Seal Champagne, quail on 
toast and three for a half Havana* 
At this moment a movement is on foot 
to have the Government represented at 
Ottawa by a delegate to watch the 
interests of the Province, and to press 
upon tho attention of tho Government 
the importance of framing a railway 
policy that will tranquilize tho public 
mind here. Mr. DeCosMOs's name has 
been mentioned in connection with '.''3 
mission, and the Premier has been re- 
quested to set apart a sum of money to 
defray Mr. DeCosmos' expenses to 
and at Ottawa as the representative of 
tho Government. It is said that tho 
proposition, liko the railway, "is still in 
abeyance," the Government taking the 
stand that Victoria is already well rep- 
resented at Ottawa in the person of 
Sir John Macdonald, and that to send 
at this moment as delegate a gente- 
lnan who is not connected with this 
Government might result in positive 
injury to the cause it was intended to 
subserve, by expressing a doubt in the 
good faith of the Ottawa Government. 
There is force in this contention; but 
it is certain that a heavy pressure is 
being brought to bear on the James 
Bay magnates, and it is just possible 
that tho Government may give way 
and consent to tho arrangement, al- 
though the Premier has expressed 
himself an intention not to yield. But 
premiers have been known to trot well 
in harness when Old Nick has held the 
reins, and should it become a question 
of "needs must" Mr. Walkem may sur- 
render. One thing is certain, every in- 
fluence that can be brought to bear is 
being exerted in favor of Mr. DeCos- 
mos' appointment as a delegate, and 
the Government is daily "interviewed" 
by gentlemen who profess to represent 
public opinion, but who go straight 
from tho junior member for Victoria 
City fully primed by him to advo- 
cate his cause.

ed by law, are wantonly destroyed in 
districts where law is practically with- 
out effect, from the want of an efficient 
staff of water bailiffs. — Chamfers Jour- 
nal. 



The interior of the island is at pres- 
ent almost wholly uninhabited. Traces 
of deer fences thirty and forty miles 
miles long, only remain to tell of the 
sports and labors of tho Boeothicks, 
the aboriginal lied Indian tribe, long 
ago exterminated or driven away. The 
shortsighted policy of the whites in 
killing tho goose that lays the golden 
egg, led to the destruction of the un- 
fortunate Bocothikes, for thy sake of 
tho valuable furs of fox, otter, etc., 
which they alone could procure. With 
them, of course, died out the fur trade. 
After they had been wantonly persecut- 
ed for over two hundred years, the 
local government, in the beginning of 
the present century, woke up to the 
idea of protecting a tribe that no 
longer existed ! As a step towards 
showing a good will, an Indian woman 
was forcibly taken from her home, 
brought to St. J ohn's, kindly treated, 
loaded with presents, and returned to 
her tribe. The incidents attending the 
abduction of this woman and the death 
of her only child, so suddenly deprived 
of its mother's care, roused the ire of 
the Boeothicks, who at once resolved 
to kill any of their number who should 
afterwards be captured and returned. 
The result of this was that three more 
women who were similarly treated, re- 
fused to return to their homes. Two 
soon died. The third, a fine handsome 
woman, named Shanandithit, lived for 
two years with her captors and became 
quite civilized. After learning to speak 
English, she explained the reason of 
her refusal to return to her companions, 
saying that she would surely have been 
killed. Since her death in 1825, not 
.an Indian has been seen. The skeleton 
of "Alary March," who returned to 
her tribe in 1810, has been found dress- 
ed in white muslin adorned with trink- 
ets known to have been hers. But 
though the Indian has been exterminat- 
ed, tho white man has not taken his 
place; the country lies desolate. Over 
regions that should yield rich, harvests 
to the farmers' hand, now Haunt the 
golden lily and the purple iris; tangled 
vines of cranberry, partridge- berry, and 
delicate capillaire carpet tho ground 
with darkest green flashing with fruit 
of scarlet and white; and thickets of 
blueberry, raspberry, and bake-apple in 
their season clothe in blue and crimson 
and amber the wasting plains. Great 
forests declare that beneath them lies a 
rich subsoil that should furnish food 
for thousands ; and no man is found to 
till this great lone land, which is the 
secure homes of wolves, deer, black 
bears, hares, foxes, and all manner of 
vermin. Osprey and owl, raven, crow, 
and blue jay, woodpecker and robin, 
martin, wren, thrush, titmouse, black- 
cap, flycatcher, grosbeak, snowbird and 
sparrow, all abound in the woods ; plo- 
ver, bittern, snipe, whimbrel and sand- 
piper haunt tho wilds and marshes. 
Partridges abound everywhere. Water- 
fowl of many species are found in the 
lakes and ponds, while gulls, cormo- 
rants, eider-ducks, goosanders, loons and 
puffins abound on the sea coast, and 
are to be had for the shooting. Pen- 
guins were once plentiful, hut have 
been almost exterminated, and,, almost 
within the memory of m; n, that now 
extinct bird, the great auk; found a j 
breeding place on adjacent islands. I 
Trout kne! salmon ibpund the rivers 
and streams, but, though- well protect-

A highly interesting ami instructive 
locture wus dolivorod at Mechanics' In- 
stitute Hull hist evening by tho Right 
Reverend Bishop Cridgo, who selected 
for his subject, the "Study of Naturo." 
The reverend gentleman, who was briefly 
introduced to tho numerous audience by i favors. 
Dr. Ash, M. P. P., was most heartily re- 
ceived. He opened his locturo by dilat- 
ing on the philosophy of induction, and 
explained the views of theorists on that 
question. Subsequently he quoted from 
Hugh Miller and dwelt at somo length on 
the interesting enigmas of evolution and 
natural selection. He referred to Mr. 
Darwin's theory of development, com- 
paring evolution to tho effects pro- 
duced by the dissolving views 
of a magic lantern. Having allud- 
ed to the great latitude claimed by 
imaginationista the lecturer next explain- 
ed what variation and artificial selection 
aro capable of doing amongst animals. He 
descanted on their intermediate forms and 
pointed to the several varieties of pigeons 
in connection with the theory of variation. 
Next tho reverend gentleman dealt with 
tho theory of inheritance and showed that 
tho arguments of evolutionists in reference 
thereto wore not tenable. After a brief 
pause the lecturer touched upon tho evo- 
lutionist's theory as to natural selection 
and, continuing, paid a glowing eulogy to 
nature as opposed to sexual selection. He 
then explained the theories of organic 
naturo and rejected tho contention that 
there is community of blood between man 
and boast. In conclusion tho reverend 
gentleman remarked that tho con- 
ception that man had been created a little 
lower than tho Angel was much more 
noble than tho theory that ho had been 
born a little higher than tho boast— an 
assertion which was received with loud 
applause. A vote of thanks to tho lec- 
turer was then moved by R. Williams, 
Esq,, M. A., and carried, and the audi- 
ence, delighted with the intellectual 
treat afforded them by the right reverend 
gentleman, dispersed.

[Per Steamship Empire] 

A young furrier, of London, had been 
married only two days when his wife 
left him in the front drawing-room 
sitting on the window-sill, with his legs 
inside, engaged in picking off the dead 
leaves from some flowers and shrubs 
which grew along the narrow balcony 
outside. While thus engaged he fell 
backwards into the area beneath and 
was killed. 

A correspondent of the London 
Daily News laments the "swaggering 
nomenclature" of the British navy, 
where vessels are christened the Bouncer 
and the Insolent. During the Crimean 
war, lie says, he remembers that the 
Russian papers had some stinging com- 
ments on the "outrageous names" given 
to the English war-ships. Tht! Pall 
Mall Gazette proposes to have the ves- 
sels re named, and called the Ritualist 
and the Thoughtful Badical. 

A correspondent of the Times writes 
in connection with tho Glasgow Bank 
failure: "Probably one of the reforms 
in the banking system of the day which 
will be soonest attempted will lie a large 
reduction in the amount of fixed tie- 
posits received by any joint-stock bank-, 
or at least a rule limiting it to some 
fair proportion of the reserve fund." 

The adoption of the artisans' and 
laborers' dwelling scheme will cost the 
corporation of London, in the two 
localities in which it has been put in 
force, not less than £210,000 in com- 
pensation alone. An idea of the cost 
of improvements in the city may be 
gathered from tho fact that it has been 
decided to effect improvements in 
Threadneedle street at an expenditure 
of .£1S 19s. per square foot for tho land 
alone. 

There is great mystery about the 
whereabouts of Mr. James Nicol Flem- 
ing, wanted by the police, and who is 
said to have made his escape to Spain 
by special steamer from Kintyre. It 
is reported that he came to London 
some little time ago, and has not been 
at his mansion at Campbolltown for 
ten days or a fortnight. He is still 
missing. He is said to owe the Glas- 
gow City Bank £140,000. 

Mr. Chamberlain, at a meeting at 
Birmingham, said that never in this 
generation had the political horizon 
looked darker, both abroad and at 
home.

The re- i 
mainder of the ships were clean on the I 
13th October, when they bore up for 
home. 

Tho late Mr. James Johnstone, of | 
Hooly House, Coulsdon, proprietor of ; 
the Standard, who is just dead, was 
originally a messenger in the Bank- j 
ruptcy Court, and purchased the 
Morniny Herald and Evening Standard 
when they were practically bankrupt. | 
He soon dropped the Herald, ami de- 
voted himself to the Standard, which 
he built up to be a valuable property, I 
a recognized organ of Conservative J 
opinion. 

A man at Angers, in France, who 
was turned away by a woman with 
whom he had been living, because he | 
had ill-used her, revenged himself by 
taking her little 6-year old girl from 
school and hanging her in a neighbor- 
ing wood. 

Mr. Lewis Potter, lately a director 
of tho City of Glasgow Bank, and also 
one of its debtors, took "an active inter- 
est in the moral and religious welfare 
of the community." His piety was ex- 
cessive, and his Sabbatarianism such 
that he refused to take in or read Mon 
d-ayfe newspapers, because they were 
printed on Sunday. 

It is reported that the revision of 
the New Testament is almost completed 
and will probably be presented to Con- 
vocation in England next year. Al- 
ready it is nearly all printed, the two 
universities having given .£20,000 for 
the privilege of printing it, of which 
they pay £2,000 yearly. The revision 



of the Old Testament will require 
about three years longer. 

Co-operation in London seems on 
the eve of taking a new departure. 
The middle and higher class of shop- 
keepers have long expressd their dis- 
gust at the co-operative stores, which 
deprive them of business to the extent 
of £3,000,000 a year, an amount which 
is rapidly and largely increasing. The 
antidote is sought in it union of traders 
in London and its environs, which, it 
is surmised, might be the most power- 
ful movement over organized in the 
history of trade enterprise. A "Gen- 
eral Traders' Supply Association" is 
projected, the object of which is to 
recoup the retailer by co-operation for 
the losses which he has sustained from 
co-operation. 

The King and Queen of Denmark, 
with their daughter, Princess Thyra, 
had a narrow escape from death tho 
other evening. They were driving 
from their country residence in Copen- 
hagen to attend the opera. The road 
crosses a railway line, and is guarded 
by a gate, which the keeper happened 
on that evening to have carelessly left 
open. As the carriage crossed, a train 
suddenly turned a curve, and the hind 
wheels of the carriage were actually 
touched by the butlers of the engine. 
The Queen was so much affected by the 
thought of the death so near her that 
she was obliged to leave the theatre be- 
fore the representation was over. The 
railway company dismissed the gate- 
keeper, but the kindly King said that 
"the man had had such a lesson that he 
would lie sure to be careful in future," 
and asked that ho should be reinstated.

A passenger gives the following ac- 
count of the accident: The train was 
going at a moderate rate of speed, and 
when we reached Peel suddeudy there 
was a shock— the train had jumped tho | 
track — and we found that the passen- 
ger car w;is rolling down one of the 
worst embankments on the line. The 1 
car had almost reached the water's 
edge when it was discovered that it 
had caught fire. The flames spread 
rapidly. The men took off their coats 
and tried to extinguish the fire, but 
without avail. The flames had com- | 
pletc possession and leaped from seat 
to seat, rendering the passengers al- J 
most frantic with fear. The clothing 
of those aboard soon caught fire, and i 
as people rushed from one part of the , 
car to another in their burning gar- | 
ments, the scene was 'terrible.

A meeting was held at Hongkong by 
white residents October Gth, to protest 
against the clemency of the Governor 
in pardoning criminals. Tho Chinese 
residents attempted to pack the meet- 
ing, but they were frustrated, and re- 
solutions were passed condemnatory of 
the action of the Governor, of which 
the annexed is the substance: "That 
during the past eighteen months life 
and property in this Colony have been 
seriously jeopardized, and a feeling of 
insecurity, the results of recent events, 
has been engendered, which, in the op- 
inion of this meeting, has been mainly 
caused by a policy of undue leniency 
toward tho criminal classes." 

Mining operations in Formosa are 
going on slowly, there being difficul- 
ties about the supply of a sufficient 
number of men to carry on the work, 
but it is expected that this Winter 
from 900 to 1,200 tons of coal will be 
produced per week. 

Japan. 

The Mikado left Kobe on his return 
to the capital on the 15th inst. During 
his stay at Kioto he inspected numer- 
ous public institutions, his reception by 
the public having been most earnest 
and enthusiastic. 

The trial of the Takebashi mutineers 
has ended. Fifty-three were condemn- 
ed to lie shot — a sentence which was 
immediately carried into execution — 
210 were sentenced to various terms of 
transportation, etc., and only three 
were acquitted. This extreme severi- 
ty created a bad impression. Tho three 
officers implicated have not yet received 
sentence, although they have been cash- 
iered. 

Cholera is said to be present in the 
southwest portion of the empire, and 
especially in Nagasaki, although the 
foreign journal at that port throws 
much doubt on the fact of tho disease 
being really cholera.

Twolvo Silled and Forty Injured. 

On the 18th of October twelve per- 
sons were killed and from forty to fifty 
injured by a collision on the Pontypridd 
J unction on the Taff Vale Railway. Ac 
a point where the Rhondda branch 
unites with the main lino the Llanri- 
pant and Cowbridgo lines run to and 
from the station. One of these, after 
discharging its passengers, overshot the 
point and struck the rapidly advancing 
llhondda train fair in the centre. In 
a moment several of the carriages were 
utterly smashed: a crowded third-class 
suffering the most, twelve of its occu- 
pants being instantly killed and many 
others being more or less badly injured. 
From the statements of the survivors 
it seems the word "all right" was pass- 
ed to the Pontypridd Junction signal- 
man, on which the driver set off, only 
to discover to his horror, as he turned 
tho bend of the line, that the Treher- 
bert train had not passed down, but 
was coming against him. He says the 
drivers of tho two trains could hardly 
see each other until they camo into 
collision. The engines were reversed, 
but ho thinks that owing to the slip- 
porv nature of the rails tho wheels did 
not bite. An eyewitness says:— "I 
was going along the Rhondda road a 
little after four on Saturday afternoon; 
when the Rhondda train passed, and 
immediately afterwards [ heard a fear- 
ful crash. Looking round I saw 
splinters flying in all directions, and I, 
with a friend who was with mo, ran 
back. We took a ladder and went 
up the line, and saw that the 
Cowbridgo train had shunted into 
tho Rhondda train, cutting it right in 
two, one part going on with the engine 
and the other standing on the line. 
Two of tin; lihondda carriages were 
smashed, the wheels of theguard's van of 
the Cowbridgo train being imbedded as 
it were into tho carriage. My friend im- 
mediately pulled open the doors and 
got into the carriages, when a fearful 
spectacle met his gaze. The dead and 
dying lying in a mass on tho floor; a 
man whoso leg was broken uttered fear- 
ful moans as he was lifted out of the 
carriage and handed down to us. In 
the next compartment lay a man 
whose head on being lifted up fell in 
two, and in an adjoining compartment 
lay a woman who was decapitated. 
There is a very large proportion of sin- 
gle and compound fractures of legs and 
arms. Some of the sufferers bore their 
pains with fortitude, while others were 
frantic. One poor workman, who had 
his leg broken, quietly requested some 
body to hold it up, as it hung heavily. 
Beside him was a woman whoso foot 
and leg ubove the ankle were smashed 
utterly, and only held together by her 
stocking. As usual there were some 
very narrow escapes. One gentleman 
was in a compartment whore two pas- 
sengers were killed, and the partition 
came close up to his knees, and pinned 
him in, but there stopped, and he es- 
caped unhurt. The mineral agent of 
Lord Bute was in the first-class car- 
riage directly in front of the coach that 
was struck. Ho escaped with a mere 
shaking. The damage to rolling stock 
was limited to the total destruction of 
three carriages, and the permanent way 
was only slightly disturbed. The 
cause of the accident remains to be dis- 
covered. 

Drownim; a Harem. — An incident 
illustrating the amenities of Oriental 
life is thus related by the London Truth: 
"I wonder how many men on hoard 
our fleet in the sea of Marmora are 
awaro that at the back of Prince's 
Island, not 70 years ago, the whole 
harem of the Sultan Selim was drowned, 
to the number of 300. The said Selim 
had been murdered by his nephew, 
Moustaha, who in turn was murdered 
by his brother Mahmoud. This last 
was much attached to his uncle Selim, 
and he suspected that the women had 
aided in his uncle's murder, or at all 
events had made no effort to save his 
life. Many of them were quite young, | 
and the harem included both French, ! 
Italian and German girls. According 
to the orders of this feiocious bar- 
barian, each one was tied up in a sack, 
and the next morning at daybreak they | 
embarked in barges from the quays of 
the seraglios, and were taken by the 
eunuchs to the place appointed, when 
they were successively thrown into the 
sea. Their screams were heard miles 
away, and some not only got out of the 
sacks, but threw themselves into the 
water and endeavored to swim to the 
shore. They were overtaken by the 
guards and killed, either by being run 
down or by being beaten on the head 
with the heavy oars." 

Death from Remorse.— A remark- 
able case of death from remorse for a 
deed of exceptional cruelty to animals 
is reported from Denmark. A Copen- 
hagen family has long been in the ha- 
bit of passing its Sundays in one of the 
parks, taking with them a son seven 
years old. A few Sundays ago the 
little fellow, unnoticed by bis parents, 
found a large toad, and after amusing 
himself by torturing it in various ways, 
he finally plunged a sharp stick 
through its body and left it pinned to 
the ground. The next Sunday the fami- 
ly again visited the park, and the 
boy, remembering his previous week's 
sport, went off in search of more toads 
to torment. He found the animal he 
had so cruelly used still pinned to the 
ground, and still alive, and as he ap- 
proached the poor thing looked up at 
him, its immense eyes distended with 
paid and suffering. The child was ter- 
ror-stricken at the sight, and ran cry- 
ing to his mother to tell her what he 
had done. Ho was taken home greatly 
excited, fell into a fever and died on 
the third clay, declaring to the last that 
ho saw the toad's eyes looking at him, 
and beseeching to have them taken 
away.

Five Bays •with Brigands. 

Signor Egidio Sarconi, Deputy Vice- 
Chancellor in the Ministry of Grace 
and Justice, set out from Rome about 
the middle of August last to enjoy his 
month's holiday at Corleto Perticara, a 
hamlet in tho Basilicata, and about 
half a day's journey south of Potenza, 
tho chief town of the province. His 
family had preceded him thither, and 
in his eagerness to join it with the least 
delay possible ho stayed no longer in 
Potenza than to hire a vehicle, accept- 
ing in fact the first that offered itself. 

On he went, anticipating the joyous 
reception in store for him, and— high 
legal functionary as ho was — thinking 
nothing of the law and as little of its 
breakers, when suddenly, some six 
miles from Potenza, he was aroused 
from his reverie by two gruff voices 
bidding the driver pull up. Presently 
two sinister faces appeared at the 
window; two rifles were leveled at him; 
and he was told to alight immediately. 
Unarmed himself, with no assistance 
near him for miles around, and the 
driver most likely an accomplice of his 
assailants, there was nothing for ii bul 
to comply. 

Forthwith the brigands bound him 
hand and foot, carried him up the hill 
that ascended front the roadside, and, 
on reaching a dense forest of beech 
trees, deposited him on the ground. 
They relieved him of all his valuables, 
including some one hundred lire ho had 
about him, and then they told him that 
unless five thousand scudi were paid 
for his ransom, he would he put to j 
death. Vainly did he plead poverty 1 
and protest that his family did not 
possess that sum. His captors were > 
inexorable, and forced him to write to j 
his relatives for the sum required. By 
this time it was nightfall, and, with his 
hands and feet hound so tightly that 
the cords cut the flesh, he had to 
stretch himself full length on the bare, 
damp earth while tho brigands slept 
beside him. 

On the same spot, and very nearly 
in the same position, ho spent the whole 
night and part of the next day with 
scarce a morsel of food or a drop to 
drink, till ho received orders to inarch. 
His feet were just so far left free as to 
enable him to walk with difficulty over 
the heights and hollows of their de- 
vious path; and when his swollen and 
aching limbs forced from him an in- 
voluntary cry of pain, his captors would 
push him before them with the muzzles 
of their rifles, and keep him in per- 
petual fear of being shot by accident. 
Four days and four nights of this bodily 
and mental torture did he undergo, till 
on the fifth day a chance of escape pro- 
videntially appeared. The brigands, 
who always kept him tightly bound, 
had descended to the plain that morn- 
ing, and returned with a little food — 
bread and cheese, with some water. 
Having eaten their fill and given Signor 
Sarconi what remained, they all three 
hay down to a siesta beneath the shadow 
of some plum trees. 

It was sunset before they rose and 
resumed their march, Signor Sarcoid's 
legs being left a little freer to enable 
him to climb the hill over which their 
journey lay. They had not gone far 
when he, being always a little ahead of 
his captors, got a glimpse through the 
trees of five carabineers who were pa- 
trolling the neighborhood. The moment 
ho saw the uniform and the red stripe 
of their trousers he darted off toward 
them, though they were full a rifle shot 
away. By this time the brigands had 
also seen the carabineers, and without 
further heed for their captive they 
took to their heels in the opposite 
direction. Signor Sarcoid was at once 
unbound and conveyed under an escort 
of two carabineers to his overjoyed 
family at Corleto Perticara, while the 
other three gave chase to the fugitives. 
These gentlemen, however, are still at 
large, and their victim, in spite of all 
the conjugal and filial care lavished on 
him, has not yet recovered from the 
privations and actual wounds inflicted 
on him during his five days' captivity.

— A tramp, 
who called at a clergyman's house in 
West Haven, Conn., was given shelter 
over night in the barn and invited to 
breakfast the next morning. After 
eating liberally, he joined the family in 
their morning devotions, and his finer 
feelings were evidently touched. He 
went away with a thankful heart, and 
returning the next night stole the pas- 
tor's harness.

Lord Napier of Mac j da la's Views 
About Afghanistan. — The nonsense 
talked by ordinary members of Parlia- 
ment about India may, while we still 
have an independent as well as free 
press, be safely treated with the con- 
tempt of silence; but Mr. Adam, the 
Opposition "whip," is a man of sound 
political training and special Indian 
experience, whose opinion has weight 
with members in a division; and, there- 
fore, whatever he may say on this sub- 
ject deserves special attention. Now, 
he is reported to have said the other 
day that it was most dangerous, "our 
venturing beyond that impregnable 
mountain-barrier which bounded our 
Indian Empire." I would ask, what 
impregnable mountain-barrier bounds 
our Eastern Empire against Afghanis- 
tun — that is against Russia? Tho Spec- 
tator has, indeed, during the last three 
or four years repeatedly asserted that 
Afghanistan lies beyond the Himal- 
ayas; but now, in order to support its 
argument for throwing the cost of the 
present war on India, it states truly 
that it lies within the Indian mountain 
girdle of the Himalayas (the Hindoo 
Kocsh section), a fact which, however, 
does not bring it oho whit within our 
Indian "frontiers.'' Afghanistan, tho 
Cabul Valley, is but the upper domin- 
ating section of tho Indus basin, and 
strategically and historically, us well its 
physically, is part and parcel of India. 
Afghanistan is, in fact, the India of 
Alexander, who never, in an easterly 
direction got very much beyond Afghan. 
It we.s always part and parcel of India 
in Buddhistic and early Hindoo times ; 
and the first Mohammedan dynasties of 
India not only conquered but ruled 
India from Afghanistan. Tho Cabul 
Valley, in fact, so completely commands 
the lower valley of the rndus, the plains 
of tho Punjaub and Scinde, that the 
very presence of a powerful and ag- 
gressive enemy in Afghanistan would 
compel us either to dislodge him or 
abandon Peshawur and fortify the line 
of the Indus an impossible frontier, 
strategically, financially nnd morally. 
A Berlin telegram lately informed US 
that this is tht? opinion of tho highest 
military experts of Berlin and St. Pe- 
tersburg. It is said to be their opinion 
that the mere presence of a Russian 
agent in Cabul will force us at length 
to fall back from Peshawur behind the 
Indus —a frontier which sumless mil- 
lions could not convert into a military 
defense, and our retirement on which 
would be morally equivalent to an 
abandonment of all pretense of empire 
in India. — Pall Mall Gazette.
